ASSASSINATION OF 
PEILURA IN COURT 


Disputes Claim of Prosecu- 
tion in Paris That Ukran- 
ian Leader Was Shot 
After He Had Fallen. 


DEFENDANT TELLS 
HOW HE KILLED HIM 


Samuel Schwartzbard, Rus- 
sian Watchmaker, Holds 
Crowd Spellbound With 


Description of Scene. 


By the Associated Press. 
PARIS, Oct. 19.—The assassin1- 


tion of Gen. Simon Petlura, Uk- 
rainian Separatist leader, by Sam- 
uel Schwartzbard last year was 
re-enacted in court today with 
Henri Torres, chief counsel for tho 


defendant, wielding a revolver bde- 
fore the astounded judges, jury 
and lawyers, a chair .on the floor 
representing the victim. 
Unexpectedly pulling a revolver 
from the voluminous folds of his 
monastic iooking lawyer’s robe, 
Torres, leaping past. several coi- 
leagues, faced Dr. Paul, expert wit- 
ness for the prosecution. The lat- 
ter was endeavoring to prove that 
the last shot was (firead by 
Schwartzbard while Petlura was 
lying on the sidewalk desperate2iy 
wounded and crying for mercy. 


Defendant's Story. 

Contesting this version of the 
shooting, Torres snapped the re- 
volver five times—it was umnload- 
ed—piacing himself in a_ position 
to show that if the fifth bullet had 
been fired as the prosevution wit- 
ness claimed while Petlura was 
on the ground, it would have 
traveled upward in his body in- 
stead of downward. 

With dramatic fervor Torres 
pulled the trigger time and again 
while gasps came from the startled 
spectators who already had wif- 
nessed another dramatic incident 
when young Schwarizbard testified 
yesterday that he had killed Pet- 
lura to avenge the sufferings of 
the Jewish race growing out of 
alleged pogroms directed by’ the 
Ukrainian general. Within a few 
feet of the gesticulating lawyer sat 
Petlura’s wigow and his brother, 
their faces impassive. 

Schwartzbard, Russian 
raker, exultingly told yesterday 
how he had “ollowed Gen. Petlu- 
ra, pistol in pocket, waiting for the 
moment when he might kill the 
man he considered tite persecutor 
of his race. 

He told of cari.ing a photo- 
g.aph of Petlura, and of compar- 
ing it with the features of men he 
met. He related how he encount- 
ered Petlura in the Latin quar- 
ter many times, but always with 
his wife and daughter cr friends.

Michel, alone.

As he rushed along, describing 
the incidents of the trailing and the 
encounter with Gen. Petlura, his 
voice rose to a pitch of exultation 
that caused gasps of astonishment. 

The prosecution seeks to estab- 
lish that Petlura disapproved of 
pogroms. 

‘Here's my ehance,’ I thought, 
related the witness. ‘Are you Pet- 
lura?’ J] asked him. He did not 
answer, simply lifting his heavy 
cane. I knew it was him. I shot 
once, twice, three, four, five times. 

“He fell. The crowd rushed in 
on me. My only worry was 
whether it was really Petlura. I 
might have killed the wrong mdn. 
When a policeman.told me it was 
Petlura, I threw my 
his neck in. joy.” 

At this point, Schwartzbard. who 
had been gesticulating and demon- 
strating his crime, threw his arms 
about the neck of the gendarme 
sitting beside him. 

Schwartzbard denied that he had 
accomplices, saying his crime was 
the result of his own conviction 
that Petlura was the instigator of 
pogroms in vw *ich thousar4ds of co- 
racialist were killed. He denied 
that Petlura kad begged for mercy 
as witnesses had testified. He also 
denied that he shot Petlura after 
the latter had tumbled on the road- 
way. :

Responsibility for the transfer 
which took the oll reserves rer 
from the Navy Def ent 
turned them over to Fall was re 
at the door of former eecetnry of 
the Navy Denby. . 

Responsibility for the ities to 
lease the reserves was part- 
ly to Admiral John K, Robinson of 
the Nayal Bureau of Engineering 
and partly to Supt, Foster Bain of 
the Bureau of Mines, 

Responsibility for the secrecy in 
which the lease was Made was 
passed to former Assistant Secre- 
tary of the Navy Theodore Roose- 
velt, This was the most surprising 
pass of all. Outside the defence, 
apparently nobody had expected 
that “Little Teddy” would be cred- 
ited with Having played such an 
important part in the oil seandal. 
It is likely that the most surprised 
person of all will be “Little Teddy” 
himself. 


Defense to the Charges, 


It appeared, from  Littleton's 
outline, that the defense would 
meet the charges in the following 
manner: 

1. That the transfer of the re- 
serves from the Navy te the Inte- 
rior Department wag first urged 
upon President Harding by Secre- 
tary Denby and was never sought 
by Fall. ° . 

2. That the leasing of the re- 
serve was made necessary by the 
danger of drainage from outside 
wells and that this dinger.and this 
method of combatting it were urged 
v on Fall by Bain and Robison. 

3. That Fall awarded the lease 
to Sinclair without competitive 
bidding, because among all those 
trho desired to tease it. Sinciairc 
was the only oil man who was wiill- 
ing to build a pipe line from Tea- 
pot Dome, in Wyoming, to the At- 
lentic Coast, where the navy stor- 
age tanks were located. 

4. That the furtiveness with 
which the negotiations were cay 
ried out, and the secrecy in which 
they were consummated by the 
signing of the lease. were urged 
upon Fall by Assistant Secretary 
Roosevelt, who declared that the 
safety of the national war plans 
demanded such secrecy.

WOMAN STORM VICI 
HAD UNUSUAL CREE 


Mrs. Mary C. Mulligan, 91, Was 
Speaker in Presidential 
Campaign of 1872. 


The funeral of Mrs. Mary Ca- 


milla Mulligan, 91 years old, whose 


death from tornado injuries was 
the seventy-third fatality in St. 
Louis resulting from the storm of 
Sept. 29, will Se held tomorrow at 


§:30 a. m. at St. Fraacis Xavier's | 


(College) Church. 

She lived with her daughter, 
Mrs. Arthur J. Ryan, at 4211 
Westminster place, and they were 
in the front room together when 
the tornado came. The front of. the 
house was demolished, and Mrs. 
Mulligan was blown into a hallway, 
causing a fracture of her hip. Her 
daughter was bloWn into the din- 
ing room, but wag not seriously 
hurt. Mrs. Mulligan was obliged 


to stay in the house that afternoon ; 


and night, having the care of a 
trained nurse, and was removed the 
following day to St. John’s Hog- 
pital, where she died yesterday. 

Mrs. Mulligan, a native of Ire- 
land and the daughter of a Dublin 
lawyer, had an unusual career. She 
was married, as a young woman, 
to Francis B. Mulligan, wfo later 
was Mayor of Rochester, N. Y. She 
was a relative of Charles O’Conor., 
eminent New York lawyer, and 
followed O’Conor’s legal and po- 
litical career closely. 

O’Conor, whose career is re- 
corded in standard encyclopedic 
works. was an ,early and active 
supporter of the Irish nationalist 
movement, and was a sympathizer 
of the Southern Confederacy in 
the Civil War pertod. After the 
war he served as counsel for Jef- 
ferson Tavis, and with Horace 
Greeley signed the bail bond on 
which the President of the fallen 
Confederacy was freed from Fort- 
ress Monroe. Later he was asso- 
ciated with William M. Evarts in 
the prosecution of the Tweed ring 
conspirators. In 1872 a faction of 
the Democratic party, which re- 
fused to accept the candidacy of 
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Bucharest Health Minister Jailed. 

VIENNA, Austria, Oct. 19.—Dis« 
patches from Bucharest report that 
the Rumanian Minister of Public 
Heatth, Dr. Nicholas Lupu, has 
been sentenced to imprisonment 
for 40 days fpr assaulting a po- 
liceman at the time of the recent 
elections. The policeman failed to 
treat the’ Minister with sufficient 
civility, and that provoked Dr,

Priest Put on Trial in 
Sicily With Outlaw Gang 


Father Antonio Naselli Vows He Had No 
Part With Mafia Charged With 
Many Crimes. : 


By the Associated Prees. 

TERMINI IMERESE, Sicily, Oct. 
19.—Indignant denial by Father 
Antonio Naselli, one of the two 
priests among the 153 accused per- 
sons on trial at Termini Imerese 
for various crimes ranging from 
homicide to theft, and all general- 
ly charged with belonging to “an 
association of malefactors,” was a 
feature of the session before Judge 
Maggio yesterday. 

Clinging to the iron bars, with 
which the prisoners’ dock is walled 
off from the rest of the courtroom, 
the distinguished looking, middle 
aged cleric shouted: “A priest does 
not sell his conscience.” 

He swore by the crucifix at one 
end of the hall and by a picture 
of crucifixtion at the other that he 
was innocent of joining in with the 
Mafia members. The effect of his 
plea was singularly heightened by 
the fact that the courthouse is in 
reality a church transformed for 
secular usage. It is 450 years old. 

Prisoners Doubly Guarded. 

The prisoners’ dock, heavily 
barred and with steel grating over- 
the court. Within it are stationed 
oners, while outside stands a pla- 
toon with fixed bayonets, and two 
carabinieri in full dress uniform, 
likewise with bayonets ready, guard 
the judge and prosecutor. 

The prisoners remain handcuffed

Sicily tu Brand Animals to Prevent 
Further Thefts. 
By the Associated Presse, 

PALMERO, Italy, Oct. 19.—The 
branding of horses and cattle, long 
established on the western plains 
of the United States and South 
America’s wide pampas, will be 
made general throughout Sicily as a 
sequel to the trial of the Mafia 
bandits, which has been resumed 
at Termini Imerese. 

The main industry of the bands 
has been horse and cattle stealing, 
murder, extortion, blackmail and 
kidnaping for ransom as by-prod- 
ucts of this, according to the report 
of the royal Attorney-Genera! 
Achille Nucci. The obligatory 
marking of animals is essential if 
wholesale raiding is to be stopped 
forever in the island. 

Shepherds will likewise be regis- 
tered and provided with identifi- 
cation tags in an effort to fix re- 
sponsibility quickly for the loss of 
livestock and bring the marauders 
speedily to justice. Too often in 
the past. stockowners, in fear, paid 
tribute to the bandit chieftains for 
“protection” from other cattle run- 
ners, allowing the chieftains to ap- 


dumb brutes. Then the owners 
would awake some morning to find 
their livestock surprisingly deplet- 


| ed.

New Law Requires Payments by 
All Employers and Employes 
in Country.

RUME, Oct. 19.—Adoption of a 


measure for compulsory insurance 
against tuberculosis, covering vir- 
tually ai] manual] labor and its em- 
ployers throughout Italy was the 
most important decision taken by 
the Council of Ministers at their 
session yesterday. Under the pro- 
visions of this measure, which will 
effect 20,000,000 people, each 
workman will contribute a certain 
sum of money twice monthly, and 
the employer must contribute as 
much as all his workmen. 

This fund is expected not only 
to build and equip hospitals to 
care constantly for 18,000 patients, 
but to provide for 2000 additional 
beds for convalescents. Further- 
more, this insurance will provide 
necessary funds to support a man’s 
famity when he is in the hospital. 
The insurance also covers children 
under 15 years of age. ithough 
they will not be required, to con- 
tribute until they reach that age.

NEW YORK, Oct. 19.—One of 
the most ambitious and probably 
one of the most costly undertak- 
ings in the history of archeology, 
financed by an anonymous Amer- 
ican, may soon start excavating in 


the agora, the market place of an- 
cient Athens, in the hope of bring- 
ing to light art treasures of class- 
ical Greece.

13-MONTH CALENDAR URGED 


George Eastman Points Out 
Advantages in Account- 
ing of Having Days of 
Week on Same Dates. 


The proposal of George East- 
man, camera manuf: ‘rer, f*r in- 
ternational calendar reform, urged 
by him in the iast few days before 
the United States Chamber of 
Commerce at West Baden, Ind., 
has been laid before St. Louis busi- 
ness executives by letters and 
booklets sent them by Eastman in 
the last few months. 

Calendar reform, as advocated 
by Eastman, and indorséd: by a 
number of business and scientific 
organizations, is the proposal to 
abandon the present division of 
the year into 12 montha of-unequal 
lengths, and to substitute a scheda- 
ule of 13 months of 28 days each, 
with one extra day at the end of 
the year. A second extra day, in 
leap year, would be placed after 
the month of June. , 

Under the proposed plan, the 
calendar would be uniform for 
every’ month. Sunday would ‘Ye 
the first, eighth, fifteenth ~~ 
twenty-second; Saturday would be 
the seventh, fourteenth, twenty- 
first and twenty-cighth; and each 
weekday have its four recurriug 
dates, which would soon become 
familiar and would do away large- 
ly with t’: need for constant ref- 
erence to calendats.

But associates knew. and in 
these feeble lines. according to the tardy 
custom of the craft, they now pay their in- 
adequate tribute to him. 

[It was a high privilege to have daily 
contact with such a man—to discuss the 
state of the world with him, to. dispute 
with him amiably. to hear and see him 
when his indignation rose, to observe the 
swift. accurate play of his mind—but it 
certainly no tazy experience. There 
was in him. despite the infirmities he dis- 
regarded so bravely. a truly herculean en- 
ergy. and under tt a restless and meticulous 
curiosity. He simply could not tolerate 
loase thinking. snap jfudements, defective 
information Whatever was of public in- 
terest was to*him an important matter. and 
worthy of the most taborious inquiry. His 
accumulation of knowledge. in his later 
years. became immense, but it was never 
large enough to satisfy him. Always there 
was another side to be heard. No cause was 
too trivial to engage his attention. and to 
fanatic too extravagant to get his ear. He 
knew them all. and in the middle ground 
he came to his own wise and quiet con- 
clusions.

Low bid for these six pumpers, 
| of 700-gallon capacity each, was 
$56,850, by the General Manufac- | 
| turing Co. of St. Lquis, but the 
| Board of Standardization held this | 
'make had not passed a_ required | 
i test of the National Board of Fire 
Underwriters and was an assem- 
bled machine without a record of 
| previous performance. Next low- 
{est was the bid of the American- 
La France Co., $59,400, but Direc- 
tor Brod reported that equipment 
made by this company, bought last 
year, had not performed well. Be- 
licving that pumpers of the Mack 
Co., offered for $61,500, were built 
better and were of greater value, 
the Board made the award to this 
concern. Other bids were: Four- 
Wheel-Drive Auto Co., 
Ahrens-Fox Co., $75,600. 

If Director Brod’s recommenda- 
tions had been followed and the 
acrial trucks bought also, total cost 
would have been $129,400, but the 
available appropriation was only 
$128,650. By ordering the Mack 
pumpers, the Board was able to 
cbtain all the equipment for $128,- 
200. 

The contract for the aerial 
trucks was awarded the American- 
La France Co., low bidder, for $28,- 
©5090, because this apparatus was 
considered adequate under the spe- 
cification. 


For one 1300-gallon pumper the 
contract was given Ahrens-fox 
for $13,850, as recommended by 
Director Brod, although a low bid |

In this case if the partner 
should hold four or five Clubs and 
two Diamonds, the result doubtless 
would be much better at Clubs 
than at Diamonds; and there also 
is the chance that the partner may 
have five worthless Spades, not 
strong enough to be bid independ- 
ently, but long enough to produce 
game if bid in response to West's 
double. The oniy danger is that 
the double may produce a bid of 
one Spade with only four worth- 
less Spades in. East's hand; but 
even if that happen, no serious re- 
sult should ensue. West, after 
doubling and being answered with 
One Spade, could bid two Diamonds 
to show that he bas not four 
Spades and has exceptionally 
strong Diamonds: and East could 
pass if he hold but four weak 
Spades, could rebid if he hold 
five.
